As of possible interest to the Bureau there is being 
attached hereto an envelope containing carbon copies of additional 
messages sent in the Nicaraguan Diplomatic Code,, It is suggested 
that these be forwarded to the FBI Laboratory and that an attempt 
be made to decode ^hem. As of interest to the laboratory it will 
be noted that near the end of January and during February there was 
considerable traffic from San Jose, Costa Rica. It is believed most 
probable that these messages dealt with the presidential elections 
in Costa Rica which were held at about that time# The copies of 
these messages were obtained by the Office of the Legal Attache 
through the cooperation of the Naval Attache, Lt. ALLISON DUNTLAM. 

Lt 0 DUNHAM has previously forwarded similar messages to the Office 
of Naval Intelligence in Washington with the request that he be 
supplied with the Nicaraguan Diplomatic Code should the Navy Crypto- 
graphers succeed in breaking it 0 Lt. DUNHAM subsequently received 
a letter from the Navy Department which he stated was "ambigious" , 
but which led him to believe that it is very probable that the 
Navy is in possession of sufficient material to have broken the 
code. ^ ^ 

It is requested that you inform this office if the 
FBI Laboratory is interested in receiving additional copies of 
messages in the Nicaraguan Diplomatic Code in the* future. .j

This informant advised that he did not know what type of code was being 
used at the present time, however he did describe the code being used 
during his term of office. The method was described, as follows; 

The Foreign Office, instead of using a diction- 
ary, used a block of typewritten pages, each page having one column of 
words. A five number group vras used. The first two numbers indicated the 
page of the block; the next three numbers indicated the word number on the 
page. One verb of each conjugation was completely conjugated, and when it 
was desired to use e. verb of the same conjugation, the infivitive only was 
encoded and then the next group set forth the tense required. For example 
in the first conjugation the Informant recalled that the verb "amar* was 
completely conjugated on one page. Therefore, if the form "the\ r paid" 
were to be encoded, tbe first group would be the page and number of the 
word "pagar" which is the infinitive meaning "to pay", and the second group 
would contain the page and position of the group "amron", the third per- 
son plural of the Preterite tense. However, tbe fact that "ana.ron" im- 
mediately followed an infinitive meant that only the verb ending was to be 
used and that it was to be applied to the foregoing infinitive. 

After the entire message had been encoded into 
five figure groups, a substitution method was employed whereby the num/3 
bers were changed to letters of the alphabet^ the message being trans-r^ 
mitted in the latter form.

I shall return to Guatemala within three days. Tito remains 


well and content with his "Bulula". I continue expecting you the first 
week in October. 


Now I can only tell you that things are very changed here. Be 


very calm and don't show any nervousness in order that Hope may not be dis- 
turbed it is essential that she be calm. 

Give a kiss and a big squeeze to Hope for me and tell her that I 
shall see her Christmas. Receive also a hug. and a kiss yourself.

In addition, in tho event 
it is found such messages cannot be decoded, it is requested that the 
messages be copied as they are and that copies of the messages in code be 
returned as outlined above. This additional request is made at this time 
for the reason that the Bureau may be in a position at a later date to de- 
code such messages and furnish plain language text to this office. At such 
time the coded copies returned to this office will be destroyed and the 
plain language messages inserted numerically in our message file.

It is my thought that the above plan will not only supply this

Enclosed are telegraphic messages numbered 3 to >- inclusive, 
some of which are in plain language and some in code, which are to and/or 
from the Nicaraguan Consulate in San Francisco. 


With regard to those in plain language, it is requested that this 
office be furnished with two copies on onion skin paper of complete trans- 
lations and that a separate sheet be used for each message if practicable. 
It will be noted that they are numbered chronologically. It is requested 
:.hat the translations be numbered to conform with the message enclosed 
■erewith. 


With regard to those in code, it is requested that the Bureau 
attempt to furnish decodes to this office in the same manner as outlined 
a-'ove with regard to those in plain language. In addition, in the event 
it is found such messages cannot be decoded, it is requested that the 
messages be copied as they are and that copies of the messages in code be 
returned as outlined above. This additional request is made at this time 
for the reason that the Bureau may be in a position at a later date to de- 
code such messages and furnish plain language text to this office. At such 
time the coded copies returned to this office will be destroyed and the 
plain language messages inserted numerically in our message file. In this 
way we will be able to examine a complete file of these messages over a 
long period of time and when considered with other information already 
available, develop a more accurate picture of the espionage activities, if 
any exist, with regard to these persons in this Field Division.
